How an apprentice saved the lives 

of the crew of the vessel on which he 
was serving, at the expense of his 
own, appears in the “London Ga- 
getter,” in an announcement, record- 
ing the posthumous award” of the 
Albert Medal to Mr. Reginald €urtis 
Clayton.—The ship was in collision, 
and a serious fire broke out on board.

—was off the north coast.of Spain on 
July 16 last, when, at about’3.45 p.m., 
she was struck by a torpedo, There 
had been no previous warning. The 
wireless telegraphist and 3 gunners 
were probab'y killed by the explo- 
sion, as they were not seen again. The 
“poats were at once ordered out; they 
consisted of 2 whalers and a raft, and 
had to accommodate 46 persons. 

Woman Killed. 
Whaler number 2, full of people, was 
being lowered when a second torpedo | 
struck the vessel close to the spot 
where the boats were being Jowered. | 
Wreckage was thrown high into the 
air by the explosion, and as it fell 
tore the whaler from ‘the davits, but 
the boat kept her keel. ‘Seeing this, 
‘the submarine, which .had by this 
time come to the surface, drove ahead 
at 12 knots, steering straight for the 
damaged whaler, which it rammed 
and cut in 2. Those in the other 
whaler and 6n the raft hoped at firs 
that the smashing of No, 2 was due to 
bad seamanship and turned to help 
their comrades in the water. But the 
submarine then turned on No. 1, and 
rammed that boat also. The lady 
passenger was thrown high in the 
„àir, and was instantaneously killed, 
and the captain suffered the same 
fate. A few he crew climbed to a 
part of the smashed boat, which did 
not sink. The submarine next turned 
its attention to that part also, and 
again rammed it. ‘The raft next 
claimed the attention of the mur- 
deretis. It was, however, constructed 
of cylinders lashed together and 
bound securely to spars, and the only 
effect of the charge by the submarine 
was to spin it round every time it 
was struck, Engine-room Artificer 
Olliet and 2nd Officer Leeain, hoping 
after several charges, that the subma- 
rine would give it up, decided to en- 
deavour to get back to the ship. 
cain, therefore, swam towards the vés- 
sel, and Olliet was preparing.to follow 
when he saw the submarine go astern 
and cut up the unfortunate second 
officer with her propellors. — After this 
the submarine proceeded close to the 
Lydiana and fired 3 shells into her at 
close range, and the vessel settled 
down and sunk. |. 
Only Eight Survivors, 

This — success in sinking a ship 
already. twice torpedoed seemed to 
stimulate the desire of the submarine 
captain to further deeds of “ hero- 
ism,” as he turned again. and made a 
fifth attempt to ram the raft, and 
this time sueceeded in damaging it. 
Olliet howled with rage. “ You heap 
of hooligans, assassins, you clumsy 
blighters,” he shouted fiercely, “‘ you 
cannot even sink a raft.” Shouts of 
laughter came from the submariners, 
in which -the captain was not the 
least of those who thus expressed 
their delight, and the submarine 
turned and rammed the raft. for the- 
sixth time. She was successful this 
time and sank the raft, and her bloody 
work having thus been completed to 
the satisfaction of her inhuman crew, 
she turned to the eastwards and dis- 
appeared.

Gompers Will Be There. 
An outstanding figure at the Congress 
will be Mr. Saml. Gompers, President 
of the American Federation of La- 
bour, who wields a power in the United 
States incomparably greafer than that 
of any individual Labour leader in the 
world. He is a sturdy patriot, who is 
opposed to any meeting with the 
enemy until the Huns have beep 
beaten in the field. Henderson and 
other semi-pacifists will find in Gom- 
pers a hard nut to crack. The refusal 
of passports to British Labour dele- 
gates who wanted to go to Switzerland 
to confer with M. Troelstra will form 
the subject of a resolution, and itJs 
expected that a statement by the 
Prime Minister on the attitude of the 
Cabinet may be obtained in time for 
the debate. 
: A Prelude to Peace Talk. 
Mr. Will Tho-ne will move to add to 
the resolution in favour of peace pro- 
posals a condition that the enemy 
forces shall first have either volun- 
tarily or compulsorily evacuated the 
territories ag A have outraged. The 
action of the Sailors’ and Firemen's 
Union in raising objections to dele- 
gates from the Congress going to 
America, and in attempting to pre- 
vent them sailing, is the subject of a 
mild resolution of “regret” on the 
art of the General Union of Textile 
Vorkers. Mr. Havelock Wilson will 
know how to deal effectively with 
this. All the pacifist resolutions have 
been inspired by the I.L.P., which 
has managed to capture the repre- 
sentation of many unions. Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, M.P., on behalf of the Na- 
tional -Union of Railwaymen, will 
submit @ resolution urging that when 
eace is being discussed there shall 
< adequate Labour representation at 
the Conference. He will also demand 
the abolition of seeret treaties and 
secret diplomacy. The resolution 
calls for the setting up of a: League of 
Nations, and to this end re-allirms 
the belief that. the holding of an In- 
ternational Labour and Socialist Con- 
ference is essential. The Congress 
will represent 4,528,107 members, as 
compared with 3,082,000 at the Black- 
pool meeting last year. 


“TO THE DEATH.” 


HUNS AFRAID OF WHAT JUST 
PEACE MEANS TO THEM. 
A- despatch from an Austrian source 
states that at the recent conferences 
at the German Imperial Headquarters

Our advancing troops have on many 
occasions been kept supplied with 
ammunition dropped from the air by 
means of parachutes.

German Troops Scattered, 
Another pilot, secing a party-of Ger- 
mans collected in the open, descend 
to investigate, and found that they 
were exulting over a British machine 
that had been brought down in their 
ines. A bomb released from a height 
of only 106ft. effectively dispersed 
them, after which he dropped 3 more 
bombs on other parties of troops near 
by. During this performance, how- 
ever, his machine was so severely 
damaged by rifle fire that he soon had 
to. descend alongside an English 
cavalry outpost. Not yet having ex- 
austed his enthusiasm he procured 
a rifle and put in some dismounte 
cavalry fighting before borrowing:a 
orse and returning to his aerodrome. 
A Daring Act. 
An English 2-seater was on important 
reconnaissance work, and in spite of 
furious Archie fire remained over the 
position to get the N informa- 
tion.

Rigid Fuel Economy for 
Government Offices. 


Government officials will have to 
keep rigorously within the fuel 
ration, says the Coal Controller. 
Failing this, there is een chance 
‘that they and their staffs will go cold, 
for the allowance once fixed, no extra 
supplies will given to make good 
deficiencies. e Office of Works has 
intimated to the various departments 
that they must abide by the rationing 
just as any private individual or firm, 
The Timber Controller and the Coal 
Controller are working out a scheme 
whereby kindle wood may be used to 
save coal, It is estimated that there 
is about 1,000,000 tons available where 
timber is being cut down.
